of all to feel defeat a certainty and 
baffled the army of the North with his 
genius until the United States Gov- 
ernment consented to accept the sur- 
render of the South on honorable 
terms. 

“It was in defeat that Lee showed 
his greatest genius. It was after the 
war had ceased; it was then he show- 
ed himself to be the greatest of lead- 
ers and most honorable of citizens, for 
after the surrender of the Southern 
armies General Lee returned to Vir- 
ginia to help in the building up of his 
native State. 

“He led a life that his neighbors 
might emulate, and although a parol- 
ed prisoner, refused the right of citi- 
zenship, his life was devoted to teach- 
ing his people to serve a government 
that had defended them and in times 
of peace as in war responded to the 
call of duty. 

“Feeling that he could be more use- 
ful in educating the young men of the 
South than by amassing fortunes Gen- 
eral Lee refused offers to become the 
head of Northern corporations and de- 
voted his life to the University of 
Washington and Lee. 

“A President of that institution, 
he set an example to his fellow men 
that they might follow and be loyal 
citizens. In a summary of the life of 
General Lee, we are told that he was 
lovely to his family, considerate to 
his neighbors, brave with his foes, a 
thorough Christian gentleman, believ- 
ed that victories were due to the 
‘Lord of Hosts,’ and took defeat to 
himself. 

“When General Lee died two con- 
tinents went and paid tributes to the 
paroled prisoner. His life is so beau- 
tiful that those who followed him and 
his Generals through the lost cause 
regard him as an example for their 
children, and taught them to follow 
as General Lee did, the avocations 
where duty calls them.”
